I contacted Sergeant J. F. Everett Deo ember 13, 1963. Ser- 
geant Everett stated as followsi 

"I was on duty in the Dispatcher's Office and had walked 
into the of the third floor at the tine of the shooting. 
Someone shouted to secure the building and X ran down the 
steps to the first floor. There X oaw the subject W i lli aa 
Gaffney run towards the Harwood Street exit. Sergeant 
Putnam, Officer ft. T. Davis and myself apprehended 

the eubjeet on the etepe of the City Hall. He was taken 
to the Homicide Bureau and interrogated by Detective X. L. 
Baker. It wee determined this subject wae apparently eight- 
seeing on the first floor. He wae later -released.
